WasHinoTon, January --It is reported 
that ten voles were cast against Speer’s con- 
firmation, and the South Carolina senators 
spoke geverely against him in executive 
gession. Both the Georgia senators are said 
to have voted for him, They saw no sufficient 
cause in anything alleged as to his Columbia 
conduct to oppose him. 

Longstreet is coming upinanewrole. He 
bas written letters to Washington attacking 
the character of Mr. Ballin, the examiner of 
the department of justice, who recently testi- 
fied that Longstreet’s office was in a bad con- 
dition, Longstreet’s letters say that Ballin is 
not such @ man as should be the agent of the 
department and that when he was in Atlanta 
he deported himself in a manner not comport- 
ing with oflicial dignity or high manly char- 
acter. Ba'lin is very indignaniand replies to 
Longstreet’s letters, asking for an investiga- 
tion of his conduct while in Atlanta. He 
says it is an old dodge for delinquent 
ofticials to attack the character of the 
men who discover their sbort comings. 
He says he has guarded against this, and 
while in Atlanta secured the company of 
gentiemen of character, who can tell every 
act of his while there, Ballin’s and Long- 
atreet’s iettera bave been sent to the presi- 
dent, and if he finds Bailin’s version correct, 
Longstreet will probably fall. 

; THE BANKS COUNTY CASES. 

The Banks county kukiux case was called 
before a full beneh of the supreme court to- 
day, and Mr. Tompkins began his argument 
supporting the habeas corpus case. He had 
hardiy gotten into the merits of the case be- 
fore the court adjourned. He will continue to- 
morrow. Solicitor General Phillips will make 
the only speech for the government. The 
case is watched with considerable interest 
here. ke 

The elections committee has been criti- 
cised about its decisions in the Chalmers- 
Manning and the Mayo Garrison cases, They 
are perfectly non-partisan, and Mr, Turner 
has demonstrated his high sense of justice by 
his manly action and deliberate consideration 
of the merits of these cases. He can stand on 
his record in them.

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THE YARBROUGH BOYS. 


The Progress o1 the Unse Kefore the Federa! *aprome 
, Court. 

Wasnineron, January 23.—In the United 
tates supreme court today counsel for Jas 
per Yarbrough andeeyen others, convicted 
kuklux of Georgiu, who sre now undergoing 
imprisonment at hard labor in Albany, N. 
Y., penitentiary, under sentence of the 
United States circuit court for the nortbern 
district of Georgia, submitted briefs and an 
argument upon a petition for writs of habeas 

and certioraTi. The ground 
which the petition is based 
the incarceration is illegal 
because the court ordering it was without 
jurisdiction. The argument of counsel to- 
day was, that as the offense charged ia the 
indictment upon which the petitions were 
convicted are not the offenses against the laws 
of the United States, and are not cognizable 
in the circuit court of the United States, they 
do not come within a power and jurisdiction 
of tue United States courts, Tne counsel 
argued that the constitution nownere dele: 
gates the power to congress of providing pen- 
al statutes for the punishment of any crime 
committed in any state by one citizen, or 
resident upon another, because the crime 
grew out of the animosities engendered by 
political differences, and that the power of 
congress to enact the penal law must be divi- 
ded from some unequivalent constitutional 
provision that there being no constitutional 
authority forthe enactment by congress of 
laws providing for the indictment, vonvic- 
tion and the punishmen of persuns in a state 
who have combined together to injure a citi 
zen because of his having exercised the rignt 
and privilege of suffrage. Tne matter was 
properly one for the state courts, and the ex- 
ercise of jurisdiction by the United States 
courts was illegal, and that petitioners should 
be discharged. The counsel for the petition- 
ers will conclude his argument to-morrow, 
aud will be replied to by the solicitor-genera]

FEDERAL TOPICS. 


The Committee on Elections—An Outrage Manufac- 
turer Kemanded. 

WASHINGTON, January 23.—The senate com- 
mittee on toreign relations this morning or- 
dered an adverse report upon the resolutions 
introduced by Senators Juuas and Gibson, re- 
questing the president to take necessary steps 
to terminate the Hawaiian reciprocity treaty. 
The minority of the committee will report in 
favor of the resolutions. 

The house committee on elections to-day,in 
the Garrison vs Mayo contested election case, 
decided to report that Mayo should retain his 
seaton his prima facie right until the case 
shall have been tried upon its merits. 

In the house foreign relations committec, 
the bill to provide for the ascertainment of 
the claims of American citizens for spolia- 
tion committed by the French prior to July 
31, 1881, was ordered to be reported to the 
house, withan amendment making the de- 
cision of the court of claims final. The bill 
provided that final action be left with con- 
xress. 

The Star this evening, says Colonel W. E. 
Sims, of Danville, Va., who published a 
statement in regard to the recent riot at that 
place, has been appointed bookkeeper of the 
senate folding roum, a place under the sar- 
geant at arms, a vacancy having been created 
forhim bythe removal of the incumben?. 
The president to-day nominated David 5. 
Jobuston to be postmaster at Madisoa, Ga. 


THE IRON !tNDUSTRIES. 


General Bhutting Down of Werks tn 8t. Leulse—An 
Eocouraging Vicw. 

Sr. Louis, January 23.—The announcement 
is made that nearly ailtbe rail mills, iron 
works, furnaces and stove foundries in this 
city bave either closed or are running at one- 
balf less than their capacity; that all the 
glass works ate closed, and there is great de- 
pression in ali classes of building, owing 
perhaps 8,000 men outand witbdrawing a 
very large sum of money from ecircula- 
tion, whieh has heretofore been paid 
for wages. The reason of this 
condition of affairs is variously given as over 
production; dull market in the iron trade, as 
wellas an unsettled feeling respecting what 
congress will do on the tariff question, strikes 
over production and low prices in the glass 
trade and the general winter depression in 
building. Noparticular suffering among the 
idle men is alleged, but there is a genera! 
gloomy feeling bordering closely on despond- 
ency. As acounter statement to this, and one 
showing at least a ray of hope in 
one of the impurtant industries, a letter 
was received here to-day from oneof the 
jargest iron houses in New York, stating that 
there isan under current of improvement in 
the iron market and the public generally is 
beginning to recognize it; that the sellingof 
steel rails is much firmer in price than three 
to six weeks go, and sellers of pigiron 
claim that the demand is materially increased 
and buyers disposed to purchase on a basis 
which indicates that they believe tbe bottom 
prices are reached, Que great iron company 
reports that their sales of pig-iron since the 
first of January have been larger than at the 
correspond time for thirty years. 

In connection with this letter, the president 
of the company receiving it, said that he re- 
garde’ the iron trade of the country in a grati- 
fying state and added that there is not now 
more than one tenth of.a year's supply of pig 
iron in the entire country. which he thought 
a very encouraging outlook for the manufac- 
turers. 
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A LEADVILLE FalILURE. 


Orook:d ncas of Offictals Ruine a Bank—Indignuation 
ot the Miner*. 

Denver, Colorado, January 23.—A special 
to the Republican from Leadvi le says the First 
National bank of this city closed 1ts doors af- 
tera heavy run yesterday afternoon. Prepa- 
rations are beicg made for a disastrous run in 
the morning. To prevent attachment the 
bank has asked forthe appointment of a re- 
ceiver. It is thought the deposits aggregate 
over $300,0°0. A dispatch to the times from 
Leadvilie says: The failure of the First Na- 
tional bank herefabsorbs public attention 
to the exclusion of everything 
else. No one at the bank is 
able to give any statement whatever. The 
bank is guarded by the sheriff. President 
DeWalt and vice-President Finn, of the bank, 
left the city ina carriage at daybreak this 
morning, but their destination is unknown. 
It is feared that when the miners get down 
from the mines there may betruuble There 
is much talk of crookedness on the part of 
DeWalt and Finn. The statement of the ex 
act condition of the finances of the bank is at 
present unknown, but the failure is generaily 
velieved to bea very bad one. The deposits 
probably aggregate $325 000, with no tangible 
assets. ft is rumored that Pres dent DeWait’s 
account is $50,000 overdrawn. Uther Colorado 
banks are not affected,

THE OHIO SENATOR MANUFACT- 
URING CAMPAIGN MATERIAL, 


Calling For a Cemmittee to Investigate tne Alleged 
Intimidation in Virginia and Mississippi—The 
Status of Alaska—Business Before the 
House—Other Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, January 23.—In the senate, 
Mr. Sewell, from the committee on military 
affairs, reported favorably a bill for the relief 
of Fitz John Porter. Mr. Harrison, in Mr. 
Logan’s absence, seid there would be a mi- 
nority report. 

SHERMAN'S BLOODY SHIRT. 

Mr. Sherman offered the following pream- 
ble and resolution: 

Whereas, among the expressed objecis 
for which the constitution of 
the United States was established, were these, 
to establish justice and insure domestic tran- 
quility; and 

Whereas, the constitution provides for se- 
curity to all citizens of equal civil rights, and 
to all citizens the privileges and immunities 
that belong tothe condition of citisenship, 
and that the right of citizenship of the United 
S'ates to voteshall not be denied by the United 


States, or any state, on account of race, color [ 


or previous condition of servitude, and fur- 


ther provides that no state shall deny to any 
persou within its jurisdiction the equal pro- 
tection of the laws; and 

Whereas, among the privileges and immu- 
nities inherent in citizenship are the right 
peaceably to assemble for the consideration 
of questions of state end national concern, 
and in safety to discuss the same, and the 
right to exercise and use the franchise in 
every state freely, and without molestation or 
int®nidation; and 

Whereas, a general election was to occur 
and did occur in the state of Virginia on the 
6th day of November, 1885. and 

W hereas, it isalleged and currently reported 
in the public press that on or about the 3d 
day of November, 1883, at Danville, in said 
state, a large number of peaceable citizens of 
the United States and of said sate, were vio- 
lently assailed by an organized body of men 
and fired upon, and several of them killed by 
said armed men, conspiring to affect, and 
with the purpose of affecting, the result of 
said election, so about to occur, by creating, 
by means of such unlawful violence, a state 
ot alarm on the part of peaceable citizens 
througbout said state, which should induce 
them to refrain from voting or to vote differ 
ently from their previous intention at suid 
election ;fand 

W hereas, it is alleged that all the victims 
of said attack were of one race and of one 
political party, and all their essailants of 
another; and, 

Whereas, it is alleged that the authorities 
of said state of Virginia have vot brought any 
of the persons connected with said alleged 
conspiracies, violence and homicides before 
the courts of justice for examination or trial, 
whereby the equal rights of citizenship and 
the equal protection of the laws have not 
been secured to all the people of said state; 
and, 

W hereas, a general election was to occur 
and did occur in the state of Mississippi on 
the 18th day of November, 1883; and, 

Whereas, it is alleged and currently re- 
ported in the public press that prior to said 
election, in the county of Capiah, state of 
Mississippi, there was an organized move- 
mentby members of one party to prevent 
‘the Wémbers Of another party from Voting at 
tbat election, and to prevent the free and 
open discussion and expression of politica! 
opinions, that this purrose was carried into 
execution by organized plans of terror and 
violence; that the means used for tbat pur- 
pose were by lawless and organized mobs, 
moving by night and by day, assaulting and 
in some cases killing lawful voters, with a 
view, by terror and fear of violence, to deter 
others from voting; tbat this violence was 
committed by one party upon the members 
of another party, with the view to deprive 
the latter of their constitutional rights, and 
extended throughout said county of 
Capiah, and into portions of 
other counties of that state; 
that as partof this general plan and cona- 
spiracy one J. P. Mathews, a peaceable aud 
law abiding citizens of Capiah county, was 
warned not to vote, and upon his voting on 
the day of election was murdered at the 
place of election by a person selected for 
that purpose with the approval, express or 
implied, of the officers of the election, and 
no effort was made to punish the murderer; 
that his killing was subsequently approved 
by a public meeting in said town, composed 
entirely of members of one party, and by 
such public meeting it was justiti-d and 
approved, aud the following resolutions were 
adopted: 

‘Whereas, certain rumors are current that the 
relatives of J. P. Matthews have threatened the 
peace of seciety in order to avenge his death by 
killing democrats and destroying their property, 
now, tnerefore, be it 

Resolved, by the people of Copiah county, in 
mass meeting assembled this day, at the court- 
house of said county, that if any person shal! be 
injured or an attempt made toiujure him, eitherin 
persou or property, iu auy Manner by said relatives 
or friends of suid J P. Matihews. that we hereby de- 
clare that we will hold his said relatives aud 
friends who participate, eccountabie for the sawe, 
and that we will regard them xs without the pale 
and proiection of the law, and common enemies 
of society, and that we will visit upou them cer 
tain, swift retribution. Beit further

friends and relatives of oa. 2. §6#£F. 
Matthews obey the laws aud become 
good citizens, we hereby pledge them the protec 
tiou of the law. 

Resvived further, That in the opinion of this 
meeting itis necessary to the safety of society and 
the welfare of all races und classes in this cour ry 
that the Mathews family shall keep out of politics 
in Captah county. 

Resolved further, That from henceforth no man, 
or set of men, shall organiz; the negro race against 
the whites in this county; and if it sbail be at'empt- 
ed iu future, we hereby give notice that it shail be 
at the peril of the persun or persons attempitiug to 
0 80. 

R-solved, That we do hereby pledge ourselves 
each to the other our lives, and for they or our 
sacred honor that we wil, all and individualiy, 
from henceforth hold ourselves in readiness to en- 
force the foresaid resolution, and to meet at any 
time upon ihe callof the chairman of this meeting. 

Resolved, Thatacommittee of twenty-four from 
each supervisor's district be appointed by the chair 
tv present a copy of these reso: utions to the brothers 
avd sons of the late J. P. Mathews, and that the 
same be published in the Gapiah Signal and the 
ge Springs Meteor.

Aiken, of South Carolina, from the 
committee on agriculture, reported a bill 
establishing a department of agriculture. 

The 
bouge went into committee of the whole and 
considered the bills on the calendar.

‘The so-called mock marviage 
will not figure to any great extent in this 
action, and the kissing coterie will pot have 
much of a chance to exhibit itself.”’ 

‘Why did you bring the matter up in a 
justice’s court originally instead of in a court 
uf record?’ wag asked.

THE RUNAWAY GIRL FOUND IN 
MACON. 
LL 
And Mr. John Taomas Smith Acting as a Particular 
Friend—The Startling Story Told By the @ir! 
as to Her Home Life, and Her Search 
For a New Existence, Bte., Etc.

Macon, Ga., January 23.—Since Tae Cox- 
STITUTION’s account of the disappearance of 
John Thomas Smith and Miss Belle Edwards 
from Atlanta, the Macon police have been on 
the lookout for them. It wasrumored on Mon- 
day that a young girl hud been brought to 
the city from Augusta, and placed in a house 
on Fifth street by two men. All kinds of 
rumors were afloat in connection with it 
throughout the day, and yesterday it was 
ascertained that a girl had arrived from 
Augusta, and was quartered at a house 
presided over by Georgia Stevens, corner 
Fifth and Oak streets. An investigation was 
made by Lieutenant Wylie at tbat house. 
He was told that Sunday night a man giving 


his name as Bill Wiggins applied tothe 
house for board for ayoung girl, whose name 
he gaye ag Alice Jobnson. 

GAINING A CLUE. 

He was told that sie could be accommo- 
dated, aud she was left in charge of the house- 
keeper. There was not room enough in the 
building, and she was assigned one with 
another inmate of the house. She seemed to 
be timid, and betrayed a different character 
to one accustomed to such a life. That night 
the man Wiggins called, bringing with him 
another man, who he introdueed to the house 
as Jim Smith. The girl seemed to shrink 
from them. During their visit the keeper of 
the house accused them of being fakirs, and 
the man Wiggins admitted it, saying that 
they were in Macon for the purpose of 
making money anyway they could, and, as a 
blind, mended pianos, furniture, etc. 
He was recognized by a irl 
in the house asa thief she once knew. The 
man Smith asked the girl to go out with him 
to an oyster supper. After much persuasion 
she went. The party did not return to the 
house. The girl wastaken by Smith to another 
house of the same class kept by Pearl Carlton, 
corner of Fifth and Plum streets. Here a room 
was given her and she stayed until to-day, as 
Alice Johnson. While there she was visited 
by the two men. Last night by Smith, who 
acted in a peculiar manner, seeming to have 
been under a mental excitement. The two 
men described by the inmates of the two 
houses haye beem seen on the streets doing 
small jobs, mending plaster-paris fizures, 
chairs and other articles, and by their pecu- 
liar appearance have attracted some attention 

THE CRISIS REACHED, 

No definite action was taken in the matter 
until to-day. When the account appeared in 
THe CoNnsTiTUTION this morning of the pro- 
tracted absence of Smith and Miss Edwards, 
and of the action of the Atlanta authorities,Cel- 
onel Wiley, chief of police, telegraphed Chief 
Connolly,of that city, and asked if the parties 
were wanted. An answer was received stating 
that they were. Lieutenant Wyley went 
down to Pearl Carlton’s and 
brought the girl to the city 
hall, where she was ciosely questioned 
in regard to the matter. A ConsTITUTION 
representative called on her this 
morning. She wasseated in arear room of 
the house before a grate containing a few em- 
bers, that contrasted grimly with the cold 
and dismal surroundings of the place. Her 
hané@s-were.c on her face,and she was 
struggling under a powerfal. emotion. She 
arose quickly and exhibited an air of timidity 
and gentleness straugely at variance with her 
surroundings. 

THE GIRL’S STORY. 

Among her first words were— 

‘‘My God! am I to endure this any longer.”’ 

When told she would not be molested she 
sobbed asif her whole soul'was wracked, When 
asked why she was there, and why she stayed, 
she said: 

‘Tam from Atlanta. I lived in Augusta 
up to March last, when we moved to Atlanta, 
where we lived mear the Boulevard, corner 
Nolan and Blackman streets. My father’s 
name is A. W. Edwards, and he is baggage- 
master on the fast train of the Georgia rail- 
road. I have been working at the box factory 
of Welhouse & Sons, corner Pryor and Ala- 
bama streets, My father has abused me for 
a long time, Hedrinks very hard and often 
comes homes and abuses the familyin a 
terrible manner. He has threatened to kill 
my mother more than once. My brother, 
Oliver Edwards, was compelled to leave home 
on his account. I had no pleasure at home, 
was never allowed to receive company, as the 
other girls were. My life was too wretched 
for any one tostand. Icried until my eyes 
were sore and prayed for a different life, but 
it did not come. I wus denied ever seeing 
my friends at the house. 

A TOUCH OF ROMANCE. 

I have been engaged to Mr. Amos Boone, a 
mechanic of the State road shops, since De- 
cember Ist. He has repeatedly asked me to 
marry him, but I could not. I had no idea 
of leaving home at this time. I a - up my 
work at the box factory steadily. Thursday 
night Mr. Boone went bome with me from 
work. I was kept late thatday. When we 
got home I asked him in, Father came 
home drunk, foand out that he was with me, 
called me out in the hall and told me he had 
no room for me or any such fellows. Mother 
heard it and felt badly about it. I told her 
when he left that I could note stand it, and 
was going away from home and lead areckless 
life the balance of my days. On the following 
Sunday Mr Boone came tothe house. I was 
preparing to pay a visit to my cousin, Mr. 
Joel Stuart, and refused to see him. He 
became angry and never came near me again. 
Monday fight I did not get through 
work until late, and the distance was 
long. When [| arrived home father 
cursedme. I went to bed that nightin agony 
and not caring to live. Tuesday morning I 
started to work as usual, but when I reached 
the factory I passed and went to Frazier street 
to Roberson’s store, where I bought some 
confectioneries. I talked to Mr. Roberson 
sometime, then went to see a friend, Miss 
Willie Adams. I only stayed a few minutes. 
I then made up my mind to leave home never 
to return again, and not knowing where I was

I went to my washerwoman and got a 
change of clothes, and walked to the Bast 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia depot. I 
bought a ticket ior Macon with the money I 
had saved from my week’s pay.

YOUNG NUTT ACQUITTED. 


The Faneing,, Speech of Senator Voorhees—The 
hree Ballets sppreved. 
Pittspure, January 23.—James Nutt was 
released from castody at 10 o0’clock this morn- 
ing. Senator Voorhees, in closing before the 
jury, said: If Captain Nutt had killed Dak 
i would have defended him as gladiy as 
defend this boy. Captain Nutt was strong, 
and yet if he had killed Dukes would he have 
been convicted? His son is weak; he ie men- 
tally below par. His father was not. But on 
the doctrine of emotional insanity Natt would 
have been acquitted. I would have said take 
a shotgun, fili it four inches deep, wait until 
you see him on the street, and shoot him 
down. I would have done it. God forgive 
me if I would not! Was t¢t 
ever such a blow to a father as the letter of 
Dukes marked ‘Read in private?’ It meant 
read in torture, read in biwood, read in flames, 
The torture of Colonel Crawford, who, during 
the old Indian war, was burned at the stake 
and begged to be shot, was no greater than 
that of Captain Nutt. And his son—what of 
him? He was filled with an unnatural calm 
until the trial of Dukes. All that time he 
held an awful canker in his breast, Remem- 
ber his mother’s description of his nightsand 
days. His nights were given up to starts and 
screams and no sleep. He had no eppetite, 
He was weak mentally but strong in 
love for his father and mother. The stronger 
in love, the weaker in mind, the nearer in 
condition was he to kill this man. This boy 
knew that his father had been killed, and 
when Daokes was tried and James found out 
what led tothe killing, his mother tells us 
the boy wanted his father’s pistol. ‘That pis 
tol sent three bullets into Duke’s back within 
three feet of the place where he mailed that 
awful letter. Dukes fell dead. 

‘“[. was astonished to hear Mrs. Nutt at- 
tacked for letting James have a pistol. Why 
should he not have had it? He did right 
with it,and no one can find fault with the 
use he putitto. He never used it where he 
ought not to have used it. 1 do not know 
whether the gentleman to follow me will 
allude to Nut«’s exercise with firearms, and 
do not care. He never used firearms but 
once, and then he rid the world of a monster. 
The sounds of that shot ran out through the 
country and brought no regrets. I, on the 
banks of the Wabash, and you on the banks 
of the Ohio, read the associated press accoun 
of that murder, and everywhere there 
an approving sentiment. I have no doubt as’ 
to the result of this trial. I feel that you 
will heal up the wounds that have been long 
open. You will not send that poor mother’ 
home without her son. There can be no 
compromise. He shot him—shot three times, 
Yet, find him guilty and there will be a wail 
go up that would drown the thunder of tie 
heavens. Ereci a gallows to hang him and 
the women of this country would rescue 
him. Forthe men, no one expects him to be 
convicted. All nature cried ont against it, 
I would like to have a verdict rendered te 
the effect that when Dukes fell, the act that 
caused him to fall was the result of an irre- 
sistible impulse.’’ 

THE POPULAR OVATION, 

In the hearing as to James Nutt’s present 
mental condition Doctors Wylie, Beatt 
Huron and Christy were examined, and 
they, at the present time, believed that he 
was of sound mind and fully responsible, and 
thought that it would be perfectly safe to re- 
store bim to liberty. He was then discharged 
and after receiving the congratulations of 
those present reported to Major Brown’s of- 
fice, where his mother, sister and other rela- 
tives had gathered to receive 
him. On the way he was ten- 
dered a perfect ovation. Hundreds 
of people followed in frontof him and benind 
him, O!d men patted him on the back, wo 
men crowded around him, and children 
pushed and shoved to get a look at the boy 
mace famous by the great trial. The scene 
at Major Browun’s office was very affecting. 
His mother and sister wept bitterly as they 
threw their arms around him, and the joy 
they expressed seemed to know no bounds, 
A number of jurors, who sat in judgement on 
Nutt, were admitted, and shook his hand 
warmly, one remarking: 

‘Jimmy, if they doanything to you in 
fact, send them down, and we wiil see to 
them ”’ “ 

By this time the crowd on the outside was 
so large that it was found necessary to call 
oilicers to clear the street. The family was 
then driven to Major Brown’s house for din- 
ner, and this afternoon at4o'’clock all will 
re‘urn to theirhome at Uniontown, where 
James will be tendered a reception. It was 
intention at first to send the young man to- 
his uncle’s near Brownsville, for a few days 
bat plans have been changed, and he will go 
home with his mother,

The con- 
tract is dated the ld4th day of May, 1530, and the 
work was to be completed by the 15th of Septem- 
ber, 18‘1. On the 16th of January, 1532, the house 
was received.’ Wiley B. Ector, Matthew Leverett, 
Samuel Darden and George Crane being jusiices of 
the inferior court,and E w. Hussey, Clerk. 

The courthouse referred to in this document is 
our present building and it has beea in use fifty 
two years Scarcelvy any who sawits walls go up 
are a.ive to-day.

WHEAT. 
-May wheat went down last week to %6, as 
against $1 05 last year, $1.15 in 1882, and about 
the same in 1881. Not even in 1878—the 
year of low prices—cid May wheat touch 96. 
And what is worse stil! for the farmers of 
the great wheat-growing states, there is no 
prospect that the price will soon be mate- 
tialiy advanced. This comes, too, in a year 
when there is a deficiency in the United 
States of about 75 000,000 bushels. The esti- 
mate of a crop of 420,000,000 bushels is still 
considered good, although the crop of the 
previous year was nearly 500,000,000, 
lt seems that our statements of a defi- 
ciency, often and loudly repeated, were taken 
literally by the countries of Europe. These 
countries began to look around for what we 
practically claimed we could not furnish on 
account of ashortage in our crop, and they 
found in Russia, India and Hungary about 
allthey will need. As soon as the ice leaves 
the Russian waters 40,000,000 bushels will be 
shipped to England and France; Austra- 
lia will. have 12,000,000 bushels to spare, and 
the new Indian crop will be ready before 
{hese quentities are out of the market. The 
stock of wheat in England is very larg e, and 
it is not likely that her people would look 
this way for much of our surplus unless the 
recent fall in prices is inviting. The recent 
drop of about 10 cents in Chicago may be said 


to be a bid for an European demand. There 


will bea glut at Chicago unless a foreign de- 
mand springs up. Without a foreign 
demand, the east and west trunk 
lines would have little to do, 


our export figures would be lowered, and 
every branch of business would feel the trou- 
bles of the wheat .market. We no longer con- 
trol the wheat markets of the world. We 
must be contented hereafter to feed hungry 
nationsin partnership with India, Russia and

THE GAY HEAD DISASTER. 

The fuller and later reports of the disaster 
to the City of Columbus do not clear up the 
matter at all. They do not lessen the urgency 
for a thorough official investigation of all the 
circumstances that led to the death, on a 
clear night, of one hundred souls on a well- 
known coast. When the disaster took place 
Gay Head light and even the coast line were 
in sight—were visible to the naked eye, and 
yet the vessel was permitted to dash upon a 
sunken rock, called Devil’s Bridge, that has 
long been a terror to mariners along our eas- 
tern coast. The quartermaster, who was at 
the wheel, or who was supposed to have been 
at the wneel—the accounts differ as to whether 
he actually was or not—says he thought before 
the vessel struck that it was going ‘rather 
closer to Gay Head light than usual.” The 
vessel was running through 4 - narrow 
passage with hidden dangerson both sides, 
and a rock-bound coast in sight, and the wind 
and sea both called for unusual care and pru- 
dence, It does not appear from the published 
accounts that any such care and prudence 
were displayed by the officers of the boat. 
Onthe contrary, there is evidence that there 
wasan unusual amount of negligence. The 
vessel was two miles out of 
ber course in a dangerous passege, and 
this fact alone calls for an explanation. The 
owners of the vessel should assist the author- 
ities in fastening the negligence—for negli- 
gence there must have been—upon the man 
or men who drove the vessel upon the rocks. 
And while the investigation is going.on it 
would be well to inquire why a vessel bound 
from Boston to Savannah, loaded down 
with passengers, should be sent 
between rock-bound islands, when 
there was plenty of sea room east of Nan- 
tucket. Ifthe City of Columbus had kept 
outside of Nantucket—if she had kept 
at sea and given the rocks a wide berth, she 
would to-day be lying safe and sound in the 
Savannah river instead of a wreck on Devil’s 
Bridge. A sea-worthy vessel should not 
creep along the coast; she should stay out at 
sea, even if she loses a little time by se doing. 
The public is entitled to an expla- 
nation of the orders that send vessels like the 
City of Columbus through dangefous sound 
passages; and if part of the blame falls on the 
steamer’s owners and a part on her officers, 
let the whole truth be made plain. No more 
appalling disaster has occurred on our coast in 
many years, and the investigation caunot be 
too searching or severe.

Race Schools in Georgia. 
From the Philadelphia Times, 

The reactionary newspapers of Georgia became 
seriously alarmed last summerabout the heavy 
burden imposed upon the white people of that state 
in supporting the colored schools. 

The school. commissioner at once brgan an in- 
vestigation to ascertain the real state of affairs. He 
has acertained that the entire amount paid to 
teachers in 1882 was $533,014 42. Of this $381 586 16 
was paid to teachers of white schools and $151,428 26 
forcolored schools. Of the taxes from which the 
latter sum was paid the negroes contributed $125,- 
127.70, thus showivg that the white people of Geor- 
gia coutribuied the wouderful sum of $26,300.56 to 
educate the blacks, 

Tnis will not strike the reflecting mind as a very 
seriousoutlay. There isevery rexason wiy the sum 
should be increased and no reason why it should 
be cousidered burdensome or be reduced. The 
people of Georgia have really dcne a good work in 
b inging their free school system up to its present 
development since 157)0,when the carpet bag thieves

unrecognizable. The stench was dreadful. 

For fifteen years no one bad entered the man’s 
house, and he was never known to havea 
light. The coffin was originally bound with 
iron hoops; but Owen became so impover- 
ished that he took them off and sold them to 
obtain food. On several occasions: zymotic 
diseases broke out inthe neighborhood of the 
house, Yesterday Owen was removed to the 
workhouse.

The writer says: ‘Five years 
ago the name of Captain Soudeikin, outside 


his own family and regiment, was completely 


unknown. Of pe bian origin and at the time 
of his death still young, he owed his 
rise soely to this own strength of 
wil! and great natural gifts. The 
new chief was a born mouchard, a de- 


tec ive cf the stamp of Vidocq or of Monsieur 


Lecocg. of Gaboriau’s celebrated romance. 
His pian Was this: Never to arrest a nan, 
however dangerous he might be deemed, 


when first suspected, but to follow him step 
by step and watch him day by day and nigat, 
fiod out who were his friends, track them in 
tae same fashion, and then. at the given mo- 
ment, arrest them all—all but a few, for Sou- 
deikin was too clever at his business not to 
know that if he let one or two conspirators 
escape he might thereby be Tt to make 
further and possibly still more important 
captures. In 1578 Soukeikin pilates $0" at 
Kief every known or suspected member of 
the revolutionary party. But a few. days 

later he set several of his prisoners at liberty, 

giving the preference to those who were the 
most compromised and the least prudent. 

These he called ‘decoys.’ The nibilists called 
them ‘bombs.’ To accomplish his purpose be 
spared neither money, promises, pains nor 
lies; and in bis own person he became almost 
ubiquitous. He possessed in perfection the art 
of insinuating himself into the confidence of 
bis prisoners, even those who were. most sus- 
picious and alweys on their guard.’’ Having 
described the crafty methods by which Col- 

onei Soudeikin wormed himself into the con- 

fidence ef his foes; ‘‘Stepniak’’ proceeds: ‘It 
was resolved sometime agoto put anen to 
Colonel Soudeikin’s preternpatura} activity. 


He knew this quite well, and when 
talking with imprisoned’ revclutionists 
would often laughingly observe that, 
sooper or later, he wassureto be killed, 
but that he wou!ld do his best to make it 


ratber later than sooner, and it must be ad- 


mitted that he took excellent measures to 
ensure his safety. He studied the tactics of 
bis enemies and followed their example. 


Both in the manners of h is life and the organ- 


ization of his staff O oudeik : iD imitated 
tne nibilisis. Like a veri ‘ta ble “illegal man,”’ 
he had no fixed habitation. He lived 


first in one quarter, then in anotuer, and his 
intimates aione knew his true address,wahich 
altered continually. His confidential assist- 


ants acted in like manner. Like him they 
moved from piace to place, conc = their 
identity under sobriquets and nicknames, 
just as the nioilists do, And recor Z¢ od each 
other by signs and countersigns. jt is evi- 

dent that the deatn of a man so bold, so cir- 
cumspect and cunning, could not p coast ly 


have neen com passe d withoutthe connivance 
of somebody iu the cnjoyment of his fullest 
confidence.”

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ARE THEY DEAD? 


TWo GILMER COUNTY BOYS 
THOUGHT TO BE MURDERED, 


The Story of the Excitement That Followed the Ad- 
vent of James McM@lin Into the Precincts of 
Gilmer County—‘woe Boys Whose Lives 
Were Threatened Disappear, Etc. 


A story of thrilling interest comes from 
Gilmer county. 

That section of the state is in a fever of ex- 
citement over the mysterious disappearance 
of two boys, who it is supposed have been 
murdered by moonshiners. 

James McMin was employed by the officers 
to go into the Gilmer county section of the 
state and locate illicit distilleries. McMin 
has a cousin named Lazarus 
Shadwick, who lives four miles 
from Ellijay. To his house McMin 
went, carrying along his little boy who was 
left at the house of Shadwick, while he went 
down the line of the Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad to cut crossties, as he said, 
but in fact to locate iliicit distilleries. 


A few days after McMin appeared in the 
neighborhood be reported to tne officers, and 
the result was the seizure by Deputy Marshal 
Gaston of three illicit distilleries and the 
capture of seven men. The affair, of course, 
created @ big sensation in Gilmer county. 

Shadwick hadtwo sons, James and Ed, 
aged reepectively thirteen and fifteen years. 

“As soon as the work of the scout ae Min 
began to show itself, suspicion was directed 
to the two sons of Shadwick but for what 
cause is not known, as McMin was living in 
a little hut four or five miles away. An old 
woman who sympathised str gly with the 
meonshiners went to the house of Shadwick 
and stated that his two sons 
bad reported the distillers and 
after abusing them for some time eaid that 
persons who woulddo sucha thing would 
not be allowed to live in tha ndighbeskeed 
and she would kill them first, 

On Tuesday a week ago the two boys were 
started off tomilla mileand a half away. 
They left on foot about daylight and were ex- 
pected to return at dinner time. They did 
net do so, however, but no uneasiness was 
felt, as it was supposed they bad found the 
mil] unable togrind, and they had had to 

wait. Night came, however, and they failed to 
appear, Mr. and Mrs. Sbadwick became un 
easy and began asearch. The next day two 
sacks were seen on the roadside that were 
identified as the property of the boys, but the 
missing Ones cou d be traced no further. The 
excitement ran very high and numbers of 
people turned out to look forthe boys. The 
rivers and creeks in the neighborhood were 
dregged and every effort made to unravel the 
mystery.

There was a full bene 
and twenty-five or thirty Georgians, tempor 
arily resident in Washington, listened td th 
argument with an intense interest, selon 
shown before that highand chilly tribunal 
Judge Tompkins’s argument has already beer 
outlined in these dispatches, but he put/it in 
a very cogent style.. He was interrupted by 
justices Woods and Miller, who seem o 

to his view of the case. Justice Field 
spoke to him once, but as if in his fayo 


Judge Tompkins impressed the court by hij 
manly bearing and clear argument. S5lici 
tor General Phillips arose as if asking th 
court did it wish to hear him, Tne chie 
justice quickly said ‘‘yes,”’ and he entere 
upon an argument of constitutional law wel 
set forth, but on shaky precedents. M 
Phillips did not descend to the dirty suggesti» 
usual to (such occasions, but confined 
himself to the record and legal aspects of th 
case. When be concluded, the chief justice 
asked Judge Tompkins if he wished tob 
beard again. He promptly replied,.“‘No,” ¢ 
he had expressed the entire case in bis forme 
argument. Emory Speer wasin the court 
the time, but. was not concerned in the cor 
duct of the case, He feels great interest j 
it, and regards the conviction of the Yaz 
brough boys as one of the most sparklin 
events of his brilliant administration as dis 
trict attorney.
